AMATEUR RADIO EMERGENCY SERVICES 
SOUTHER STYLE

The ARES voice pager goes off! ‘‘Call Red Cross ASAP. Call 
Red Cross for a flash flood,’” NSKWC — Duval County Emergency 
Coordinator calls Red Cross. ‘“‘We have a flood on the west side 
involving several hundred people. We are opening up the following 
shelters...” 

The second page goes out: ‘‘All E.C.’s to 76, all Assistant E.C.’s 
to 76.” 

The Assistant E.C.’s quickly come up on 146.16/146.76 the W4IZ 
repeater in Jacksonville and the Net Control Station (NCS) puts the 
net in condition red. 

The Quick Response Team goes immediately to their assigned 
positions. Two to Red Cross, three to Fire Communications, one to 
the NOAA Weather Service, one to the H.F. Phone Net. One on 
Marine VHF if required. Soon the ‘‘ARES Alert Tone’”’ is put out on 
the 146.76 repeater. 

Amateurs from all the surrounding counties start to check in. 
The Red Cross is advising that they are evacuating some of the low 
areas of counties in their territory and they will be opening up 
shelters. Hams are assigned and report to the shelters. Amateurs 
are also assigned to the EOC at the Sheriff’s Office and to area 
hospitals. ’ 

All this is done quickly and professionally. Uniformed, yes. Red 
hats and identification cards. 

Some may Say, “‘Good for practice with enough lead time, but it 
would never happen for real.”’ Sorry, it does and has happened 
several times. This is how ARES is done — Southern style.

For quite some time now we have read all sorts of verbage about 
whether we should or should not have a code as a requirement for 
an amateur radio license. : 

Whether you are pro or con most of you must be getting sick of 
the: ‘I’ve got mine, the heck with the rest of you.”’ gang that use 
the big excuse, ‘‘If we don’t have the code equipment, all we'll have 
is a bunch of CB’ers.”’ What a bunch of garbage.

I ama member of the Florida Repeater Councial and I have always seen fit to donate 
to what I felt was a good cause. I thought it was only fair as a repeater owner that I sendin 
my yearly donation to help defray any costs the council incurred. : 

Now, however, I am having second thoughts. I have been made aware that the council 
had formulated a “‘policy statement’’ and did not see fit to send copies of this to the 
repeater owners who support the council. How dare you make a policy which does not 
allow the transfer of a repeater pair with an existing repeater? 

I refer tonumber 10 of the FRC Repeater Coordination Policy Statement, and I quote: 

“Repeater frequency assignments are not transferable, but revert back to the 

FRC when relinquished in writing by the current sponsor. If a repeater system is 

sold or purchased, the frequency assignment will revert back to the FRC for reissue 

to the next applicant in the pool.”’ = 

I can understand if someone sits on an unused pair that they not be allowed to transfer 
that pair. Ina case where the pair is on the air, who has more rights to that pair, you the 
council, or the person who has spent his hard-earned money in the name of public service? 

What you have done in making this unjust policy is turned out repeaters into nothing 
more than parts should we or our relatives choose to sell our systems. Parts have very _ 
little value compared to a working system, and unless the council wishes to pay the dif- 
-ference in value, I suggest this policy be re-evaluated and reworked or deleted. t 

If the Florida Repeater Council does not see fit to look out for those of us who support it, 
then perhaps it is time for repeater owners to stop supporting the council.

On the late session we had: WC4D, W4DL, WA4EIC, WT4F,

dinator are several Assistant Emergency Coordinators controlling 
H.F., packet, scene commander, amateur television, net manager, 
NOAA Weather Service, marine radio and public relations. 

Also, we have a Quick Response Team of 18 hams that will 
quickly respond to any emergency day or night. 

There are four agencies we support 24 hours a day. 

First and foremost, is the Northeast Florida Chapter of the 
American Red Cross. At American Red Cross Headquarters, we 
have an Emergency Operations Center set up. They provide a radio 
room, direct-line telephone, and they pay the monthly pager bill for 
10 voice pagers. We man their EOC and all of their designated 
shelters. 

Second, is the Hospital Disaster Counsel. This counsel coor- 
dinates hospita! disaster activities in the Duval County area. They 
co-sponsor semi-annual major Multiple Casualty Incidents (MCI) 
as preparedness exercises for all responding agencies, including 
ARES. We also provide them with other communications as 
needed. 

One example of this is when a major medical center in 
Jacksonville lost their telephone system. ARES stepped in and 
provided communications internally and externally for five hours 
until their systems were restored. 

At Jacksonville Fire-Rescue in their Fire Communications 
Center (communication center for Jacksonville Fire-Rescue 
Division), we have three positions set up 24 hours a day (unmanned 
until needed but set up and ready) in addition to a position in their 
mobile command post. 

Finally, at the Division of Forestry, we provide communications 
and amateur television from their aircraft fleet of helicopters and 
aircraft during major forest fires. 

During major Mass Casualty Incidents, hams report to all the 
hospitals, Fire Communications, Red Cross and other areas as 
required. During the MCI’s, amateurs play a vital role in providing 
quick hospital bed counts, and casualty information between the 
scene and the respective hospital. This information is passed both 
by two meters and packet. 

_ How was all of this accomplished? Why is a volunteer group 
entrusted with so much responsibility? Have we been tested? Have 
we failed? What have we learned? 

All of this, of course, did not fall into place overnight. A very key 
person in developing the majority of this was Al Elmore, WA4RGO. 
Al, over a period of eight years as the previous E.C., put the ARES 
plan into effect. It took a lot of convincing to get it to work 
smoothly. 

Al also has been responsible for installing VHF antennas on all 
the area hospitals emergency rooms (we have 12 hospitals), Fire 
Communications, Red Cross, the Jacksonville Sheriff’s Office and 
NOAA Weather Service at Jacksonville International Airport. 

We have been tested on many occasions. On all major incidents 
with the Red Cross that involve the evacuation of people we are 
called. On all major fires and MCI’s we are called by the 
Jacksonville Fire Department. In addition to the aforementioned, 
we have two major MCI drills a year. 

We also provide communications annually for approximately 40 
special events ranging from runs to Boy Scout programs. 

As far as failure, I guess one could say that we have been quite 
professional. We have never ‘“‘dropped the ball.’’ We have learned 


irritating at best, sometimes. But it’s nice to know that we do a job 
that is appreciated and that we do it well and professionally. 

Many events and activities that take place in Jacksonville would 
have failed had it not been for the presence and availability of 
amateur radio. 

Note: Jacksonville Fire-Rescue has a film that they have 
recently released after the last MCI drill detailing the ac- 
tivities of amateur radio in Jacksonville. If you would like a 
copy of this tape, it is yours for the asking. All you need to 
provide is a VHS tape (30 minutes) for the copying and return 
postage.

AMATEUR OF THE MONTH 

Today we meet Scott A. Magness, K41Y, Ocala. SOWP Number 
2131-P. Scott hails from Magness, Arkansas. He first got started in 
Canyon, Texas, in 1918 (during a discussion off the sinking of the 
“Titanic’’). Scott says that according to a relative (Eldridge 
Magness then about 18 years of age, and Scott’s nephew — Scott 
then about 12), ‘‘Radio operators were especially smart and gifted 
people, neither of which was me.” He adds, things have changed. 

Scott obtained his first class commercial license in 1926. His 
first assignment was with the IWT (Independent Wireless 
Telegraph) Company aboard the S.S. ‘‘Concho (KEC). Other ships 
that Scott served on included the S.S. “Brazos’’ (KKZ), SS. 
“Comal’’ (KES), S.S. ‘‘Hagan’’ (KOQC) and the S.S. ‘“‘Providence'‘‘ 
(KEM). de also served on various aircraft operated by the CAA 
Overseas and also on American Overseas Airline. 

One of Scott’s interesting happenings during his career, was 
when he was held hostage (prisoner) while participating in the 
investigation of the crash of PAA ‘El Presidente Especial”’ flight 
202 of April 28, 1952. About three months later, Scott served as relief 
radio operator on a second investigations group. The story was 
written up in the July 26, 1952 issue of the “Saturday Evening 
Post.” 

Scott retired from the Flight Standards Division of the FAA in 
1967 as a supervisor inspector. Scott is a regular member of this 
net, and also maintains schedules on 40, 20 and 15 meters. Many 
thanks Scott, for sharing your interesting career with us. May you 
enjoy many happy retirement years in Florida.

- _ F.C.C. MAY ONCE AGAIN 
CHARGE FOR LICENSES 

The House Energy and Commerce Committee voted Thursday, 
July 13th, to levy licensing fees on ham radio operators and 
satellite-launching companies and to increase fees on com- 
munications business to help reduce the federal budget deficit by 
$50 million. ' 

Under the committee’s bill, existing licensing fees charged by 
the Federal Communications Commission will go up an average of 
12.6 percent, and 17 communications areas that were exempted will 
have fees instituted ranging from $30 for an amateur radio license 
to $70,000.00 for a permit to launch a satellite. FCC fines that have 
not been changed since 1934 will also be increased. 

The vast majority of the $50 million in new government 


_ revenues will come from new fees, with about a third of the money 


coming from private radio operations such as rural radio, national 
paging services, offshore, mobile and amateur radio and the users 
of cellular phones. At this time, both GMRS and Class ‘“‘D”’ Citizens 
Radio appear to be exempted. Unless the FCC were to reinstitute 
Part 95 licensing, there would seem to be no way, other than 
charging a fee with the sale of a transceiver, to collect fees from the 
millions of C.B. users, anyway. 

If you think that paying a fee for your amateur license will 
bring improved service from FCC, you had better guess again. All 
moneys collected go into the nation’s General Fund, and the FCC, 
like all other government agencies, must compete before Congress 
for annual appropriations. No direct funding from licensing fees is 
currently possible.
